"WASHINGTON, AUJJ. 24.—It is said 


here {hat "Ku Cheng" is meant wher- 
ever Cheng Tn is used in the London 
dispatches, as Cheng Tn was the scene 
of the June riots and is 1,400 miles 
from Foo Chow. Naval officers, though 
without information themselves, are in- 
clined to discredit the information iu 
the dispatch. 


Acting Secretary McAdoo said it waa 


observed that dispatches of this char- 
acter came by way of London, while 
another high naval officer said that 
there was au evident intention on the 
part of Great Britain in the whole Ku 
Cheng affair to get the United States 
government to pull chestnuts out of the 
fire, dud pointed to the fact that there 
did uot seem to be any anxiety on the 
part of Great Britain to laud troops, or 
to be m UUUUB hast* to force an ex- 
planation. 


The navy department thought that if 


Commander Newell had gone on any 
such mission the department would 
iave Men. notified. It was also said 
that marines are scarcely ever landed 
at the request of u consul, especially 
when there is a minister in the coun- 
try. However, should there be trouble 
of the kind indicated, the United State* 
has a strong force in Asiatic waters.

Some of our shrewdest 
traders have coaxed for the secret, and 
have offered money for it, but the gray 
matter at ihe other end of the Chiua- 
man'scnn rinwm'r ss^si tc see it that 
way. 


"The American ginseng is growing 


•career yearly. The cultivated root has 
not the wonderful power which fixes the 
value of the wild article—at least it 
does not manifest itself to the same de- 
gree. This fact renders the cultivation 
of ginseng rather unprofitable. It might 
be planted and allowed to grow well for 
years and years and then be salable at 
good figures, but not otherwise. The 
older tho plant tho more pronounced the 
WuuuBiful properties of the root. In 
view of ihe fact that it is growing 
scarcer, uiile s the demand diminishes, 
the price of ginseng must go materially 
higher within the next few years. 


"We encounter some funny experi- 


ences m buying the root. The diggers 
ire often the poorest people, and far 
from enlightened. Y,\,ll, the root is hard 
bo get, and when it is thoroughly dried 
the weight shrinks like a nickel's worth 
of soap after a hard day's washing, so the 
digger resors to all sorts of deceptions 
;o fudge au ounce or two in a pound 
and reap more, of the precious dimes and 
Jollnrs. For instance, we have frequent- 
ly gotten m root which was well dried, 
but suspiciously heavy. Upon investiga- 
tion we found that many of the pieces 
were loaded with lead, thus almost 
doubling tho weight of the whole lot 
This was done with a great deal of cun- 
ning and ingenuity. When the root was 
freen, it was split, aud lead melted and 
jonred or dm en in iu slugs. The root 
was then allowed to dry, aud in the 
)rocessthe Neiuns entirely close up, com- 
pletely hiding the load, which, in a case 
.ike this, w.is ahuubt worth its weight 
n gold, " — Nashville American. 


Poisoned Arrow*, 


Tho use of poisoned arrows in primi- 


tive warfare id undoubtedly of very 
ancient origin. The custom is mention 
ed by Strabo, Pliny and Aristotle, all 
of whom agree that it was well known 
;n both prehistoric Europe and Asia. In 
later times the. Celts aud Gauls euveu 
omed their uriow and spear shafts with 
the juices of the hellebore, and thc« 
American and Australian savages with 
serpent venom and virus from decaying 
flesh. 


Tho very earliest mention of the Scyth- 


ians refers to them as "a people who 
irepare arrow poison by mixing serpent

he work of enraging the creatures and 
causing them to s<nko the liver was 
copt up until the desired result.s wcro 
obtained.

Brook, N Y., a large tombstone of 
mottled Italian marble bears a remark- 
able portrait of an average sized human 
face.

Man-am 
grass has lioen intnxluced ulony the Pa- 
citic coast, near Sau Fi-aucisco, for the 
purpose of bindiiiK thevaud dunes tliero. 
Tho towu juul harbor of Proviucetown, 
Capo Cod, owe. their pr.wrvatiomo this 
grass. At <'iie. tium Proviucetown had a 
beach grass committee clothed with 
power torutcr any uiiin'sinclosur*', sum- 
mer or winter, and set out marram, or 
boadi grass, as it was called, if tliosand 
was uncovered or movable.

but much valued u.- a sand binder, is 
salt grass, or alkali grass, as it is called 
in the interior.

In seizing tijKiu new 
ground it scii(i> out. long root stalks, 
often several yards in li-ngth, and from 
these/ at intervals ej-ivt stems arise.

The cointuon reed is one of the must 


valuabloof grasses for binding the b;.nks 
of rivers subject to periodical tioixls. It 
is very useful in converting swamps and 
stagnant pools into dry land. 
It grows 


along rivers and lakes from Maine to 
California. 
It is one of tho largest of 


native grasses. The young shoots ;uc 
liked by calf Ic, and tho mature stems 
make ihc best of thatch. This grass re- 
sembles tho cultivated reed, and like 
that species is occasionally growu for 
ornament. 


The Soil For Lettuce.
